OmoAoo, May 23.—-The body of Dr. 
P. H. Oronin, the Irish agitator, who 
disappeared from his home two weeks 
ago, was found yesterday afternoon at 5 
o'clock, in a catdi basin o¿ Evanston 
avenue. A towel was wrapped about 
the head, but the rest of the body was 
stark naked. 


The police are putting forth every 
effort in the Cronin investigation, fully 
forty men being out on the case. 
A 
general order addressed to all the police 
captains was sent out by Chief Hub- 
bard last night stating that Dr. Cronin's 
body had been found, and ordering that 
all clews bearing directly or indirectly 
upon the case should be followed out as 
far as possible. 


It was rumored on good authority 
early this morning that an arrest had 
beed made of a confederate of Woodruff, 
who is believed to have been implicated 
in the murder of Dr. Cronin. 
The po- 
lice authorities were extremely reticent 
about the matter and would neither af- 
firm nor contradict the rumor. 
It was 
also stated that another arrest will be 
made to-day. 


WHY HK WAS HÜBDEBED. 


The Herald this morning prints the fol- 
lowing in connection with the murder 
and its motive and it will be found in- 
teresting: . 


"When Dr. Cronin first came to Chi- 
cago from St. Louis he became identi- 
fied with the local branches of the An- 
cient Order of Hibernians, as well as 
with the Clan-na-Gael. In both he be- 
came involved in factional fights, but in 
the latter society he soon rose to dis- 
tinction. He was an enthusiastic so- 
ciety man, very popular and constantly 
in conventions and councils. 
He be- 
lieved that the chief ofllcer of the Clan- 
na-Grael was making a questionable dis- 
position of the funds of the order and 
he antagonized that leader's 
policy. 
Many other Irishmen of the 
better 
classes believed as Cronin did, but pre- 
ferred to drop out rather than engage in 
a fight. Cronin, however, who was 
combative, urged that an inquiry be 
made and he was at length expelled, to- 
gether with others who felt as he did. 


"With these friends. Dr. Cronin organ- 
ized a new branch of the Clan, which 
grew in power so rapidly that the old 
organization was compelled to recognize 
it, and at a convention held in Chicago, 
in 1888, an effort was put forward to 
consolidate the two divisions. It was 
then learned that Cronin was in posses- 
sion of evidence strong enough to con- 
vict the chief offtcer of treason to Ire- 
land's cause, and also of embezzling the 
funds of the Clan-Na-Gkiel; as his terms 
of union with the old society. Dr. Cro- 
nin insisted that a joint committee of 
three from each branch should be ap- 
pointed to 
investigate 
the charges 
against the chief executive of the parent 
branch. 


"The joint committee was appointed, 
it canvassed the evidence, and, it is 
stated, arrived at a decision, finding the 
chief guilty as charged. At the conven- 
tion to be held during the present 
month in Philadelphia, this report was 
to have been submitted and was expect- 
ed to have the effect of utterly crudiing 
a popular idol, as the accused oficial 
had many friends. 


"Pending the report of the joint com- 
mittee Cronin was intrusted with the 
documents which substantiated his oft- 
repeated c h a i ^ . 
For his work in this 
prosecution it was often stated that his 
life had been threatened. 
He* 
even de- 
claring as mudi in a public meeting 
on one occasion in the presence of the 
man accused. 
However, he often said 
that if anything should happen to him 
there were papers in lawyer Hyne's 
safe that would fasten the grime of his 
assasination on the guilty men." 


WAS HE A BBTTISH SPY? 


One of the theories openly discussed 
on the otreetB as the cause of Dr. Cron- 
in's murder is, that he was a British spy 
and was murdered because of what he 
knew about seopet sodettee and Irish- 
men specially active in the Irish cause. 
It is argued that he was not in favor 
with those who have taken a prmninent 
part in Irish afliurs, becouee Mb poIi<7 
was a toorabid.and violent oner and 
that he aoBomaked with men moore rabid 
and violent than himself; his mini(m 
beoominglmown, he was mnrdsced to

ing the removal of a trunk oontaining a 
human body from the Watrcms bam, on 
the morning after the disappearance of 
Oronin, to the place where it was found 
the police, was, after investigation, 
thought by the jwUce to be &lse. 
But 
in the light of yesterday's developments, 
it was thought there might be truth 
in it. 


Accordingly Woodruff was last nig^t 
again subjected to the pumping proce^ 
The best that could be got, however, 
was that he (Woodruff) would do his 
best to explain certain things if the ofi- 
cer would secure bail for him. 
Wood- 
ruff insisted that it was not Cronin's 
body he hauled from the bam that night 
and that if Cronin is dead he was killed 
since that night, because he saw him at 
the bam. 


AFOUII OBDGB. 
The discovery of Dr. Cronin's body is 
thought by the police to be the first step 
in unearthing'as mysterous and great a 
crime as ever went down in the police 
annals of Chicago. It will be their first 
object to have a number of suspicious 
assertions explained; assertions made 
by supposed friends of the murdered 
man. 
Lieutenant Elliott will 
have 
these people at the inquest and demand 
an explanation, full and complete. 
It 
will be no surprise if a number of well- 
known Irish citizens should be arrested 
before night on suspicion. 


It will be remembered that Thomas 
T. O'Connor, an employe in the city 
law department, said to a reporter, 
"Show me Cronin's body and I'll point 
out his murderers." 
This sensational 
statement Mr. O'Connor refused to ex- 
plain further. 
He will be given an op- 
portunity to do so at the inquest. Mi*, 
and Mrs. Conklin and others, whose 
interviews have all been fraught with 
insinuating charges, will be called upon 
for explanations. 
The detectives claim 
that they have been handicapped from 
the start by a lack of assistance from 
those who claimed to know all concern- 
ing the doctor's removal, for "removal," 
all agree, it now appers to have been. 


MAKING ABBBSTS. 


Considerable excitement was caused 
this morning by the fact that Captain 
Yilliers 
and Lieutenant 
Schuttler, 
marched into the former's private ofäce 
this morning with P. O. Sullivan, the 
Lake View ice man, between them. 
Sullivan is the ice dealer who is said to 
have made a contract with Dr. Cronin 
shortly before the disappearance, to look 
after any of his men who might be in- 
jured, and to whose place it is claimed 
he, the doctor, was called the night of 
his disappearance. 


Mr. Sullivan's explanations were evi- 
dently satisfactory to the police, as he 
was after an hour's interview allowed to 
go. None of the parties present would 
say what transpired at the interview. 


There are wild rumors to the effect 
that the police have made arrests of one 
or more persons in connection with the 
murder, but the ofScers at work on the 
case deny this. 


At 10 o'clock this morning Còl. W. 
H. Bend arrived at the Lake View 
station and was taken into the morgue. 
The moment Mr. Bend saw the corpse 
he exclaimed: 


"Yes, that is Cronin. 
There is no 
doubt about it. There is the body of 
Dr. Cronin, the victim of the most foul 
and awful murder. 
I can lay my han d 
upon the man that instigated the crime 
and point him out and make no mis- 
take." 


Mr. Bend was questioned about this 
statement, but would only say tìiat all 
he knew he would tell the state's attor- 
ney. Half an hour later State's Attor- 
ney Longnecker and two of his assist- 
ants arrived. Judge Longnecker first 
examined the bloody trunk and the 
corpse of Cronin, and was then closeted 
for an hour with Col. Bend. 
After the 
consultation the gentlemen would say 
no more than that several arrests would 
surely be made this afternoon.

sent a couple of laborers to the hole 
that held its dead. Dr. Cronin's death 
must be avenged and the scandal attach- 
ing to the useless Irish societies thor- 
oughly aired.

C. M. Wheder, traveling passenger 
agent of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
railroad, was in the city yesterday, as 
were also F. W. (Greene, of the Wabash 
Western and S. H. Jennings, of the St.

By a law passed by the last legida- 
ture railroad companies are compelled

"Eathatina" was a f ^ 
vorite among the boys, a great "trick' 
oat, and its demise caused universal 
sadness among the employes, none of 
whom are more affected than the good 
hearted engineer. 


The railway companies are gradually 
coming to the conclusion that it is not 
only proper, but profitable, to observe 
the Sabbath and refrain from doing 
business on that day. A short time ago 
several of the Vanderbilt lines, as well 
as others in the west, decided to run no 
freight trains on Sunday, except for 
perishable property when such trains 
were absolutely necessary. The move is

tile origlnid cost price, with 10 per cent, 
added.

upon the case should be followed out as 
itr as possible.

WHY IDC WAS MtntOEKED. 


The Herald tins morning prints tbefol- 


owing in connection with tho murder 
lid its motive and it will be found in- 
teresting: . 


"When Dr. Croniii Unit caino to Chi- 


ongo from St. Louis ho became identi- 
fied with tho local branches of the An- 
ieut Order of Hibernians, as well as 
with tho Clau-na-Goel. In loth he be- 
came involved in factional fights, but in 
ho latter (society ho noon row to dis- 
inction. Ho was an enthusiastic so- 
ciety man, very popular and constantly 
n conventions niid couiioiltt. 
Ho be- 


loved that the chief officer of the Clan- 
la-Gaul won making a questionable dis- 
HMfitiou of tho funds of tho ordur and 
to antagonized that loader's policy. 
Many othor Irishmen of the 
better 


olitmat believed an Cronin did, but pro- 
erred to drop out rather than engage in 
a fight. Cronin, however, who was 
combative, urged that an inquiry bo 
mode and ho wan at length oxpollod, to- 
gether with others who felt as ho did. 


"With them friends, Dr. Cronin organ- 


KQd a new branch of the Clan, which 
grew in power HP rapidly that tho old 
organization wan compelled to ruoognixu 
t, and at a convention hold in Chicago, 
n 1888, an effort wan put forward to 
consolidate the two divisions. It wo« 
hen learned that Cronin was in posses- 
sion of evidence strong enough to con- 
vict tho chief officer of treason to Iro- 
and'u cause, and alao of embezzling tho 
funds of the Clon-Na-Oael; as his terms 
of union with the old society, Dr. Cro- 
nin insisted that a joint committee of 
;hreo from each branch should bo ap- 
pointed to investigate 
the charges 


against tho chief executive of the parent 
branch. 


"The joint committee was appointed, 


it canvassed the evidence, and, it is 
stated, arrived at a decision, finding the 
chief guilty as charged. At the conven- 
tion to be held during the present 
month in Philadelphia, this report was 
to havo boon submitted and was expect- 
ed to have tho effect of utterly crashing 
a popular idol, aa tho accused official 
had many friends. 


"Pending the report of tho joint com- 


mittee Groniu was intrusted with the 
document* which substantiated his oft- 
repeated charges. 
For his work in this 


prosecution it was often stated that his 
life had been threatened. 
Ho< even de- 


claring as much in a public meeting 
on one occasion in the presence of tho 
man accused.

that if anything should happen to him 
there were papers in lawyer Hyne's 
Bafe that would fasten the crime of his 
assasination on the guilty men." 


WAS BE A nitrran SIT? 


One of the theories openly discussed 


on the streets as tho cause of Dr. Cron- 
in's murder is, that ho was a British spy 
and waa murdered because of what he 
know about secret societies and Irish 
men specially active in the Irish cause 
It is argued that ho watt not in favor 
with those who have taken a prominon 
part in Irish affairs, bccaueo his policy 
was n too rabid .and violent one; am 
that ho associated with men more nthi< 
and violent than himself; his mission 
becoming known, lie was murdered to 
prevent tho English government from 
learning the things ho know. 


INVB8TIOATJKO WOODRUFF. 


Next to the mystery surrounding th« 


muse of Dr. Cronin's removal, atom 
tho suspicious statements made to tli 
police by tho man Black or Woodruff 
now confined in tho county jail for homo 
stealing, 
His previous story concern 


ng the removal of a trunk containing a 
tunioii body from the Watrous barn, on 
he morning after tho disappearance of 
Jronin, to tho place where it was found 
iy the police, was, after investigation, 
nought by the police to be fake.
